Knuckles are badly bat- 
tered, but cracker is sound. Boy rubs his 
knuckles, whining with pain, while the 
cracker remains like a great agate shirt but- 
ton four inches in diameter, 
Candidly, my 


jaws have been lame for a month from my 
attempts to masticate these solid fellows.— 
We boys talk much of sending for a quartz; 
mill to crush them up into tatable shape. 
We drill holes through the center of 'cm 
and use 'em for caudle sticks, and a more 
durable article it would be Lard to find.

WISCONSIN- CAVALRY

Application has been made to the war di;- 
lartmeut for permission to be given to Capt. 
'tclntyre to accept the command of the ref- 
luent when raised, which has been tendered

Secretary Chase in hig patriotic appeal to 
the people in behalf of a national loan, says 
" tho well consider >d judgment of military 
men of tho highest rank and repute, war- 
rants tho confident expectation that if the 
war is prosecuted with energy, courage and 
Bttill, it may bo brought to a termination 
before the close of the next spring." That 
tho government will not luck in means to 
prosecute the war :s pretty much past con- 
tingency. That wi> have gcncrala capable 
of conducting it with skill and energy, we 
verily believe, ami that we lack in the cle- 
ment of "courage." either in our ofticcrs or 
men, is not for a moment to be believed, 
The great want thea h the immediate fill- 
ing up of the regip.eots called for by the 
secretary of war, from the several states.

ances.

House oj Iteprenentatiees of the U. S. of

pay of the privates in the regular army and 
volunteers in in tho service of the United 
States, be thirteen dollars ner month for 
three years from and aftor thu passage of 
this act, and until otherwise fixed by law.

shall be paid at the rate of fifty cents 


in lieu of subsistence, ami if a cavalry vol- 
unteer twenty live cents additional in lieu 
of forage, for every twenty miles of travel 
from his place of cniollment to the place of 
muster, tho distance to be measured by I he 
shortest usually traveled route ; and when 
honorably discharged, an allowance at 
the same rate from the pluceof hisdischargo 
to his place of enrolment, and, in addition 
thereto, if he shall have served for n period 
of two years, or during tho war, if .«oouor 
ended, the sum of one hundred dollars. 


SKC. G. Audit it further enacted, That 


any volunteer who may be received into tho 
service of the United States under thi.s act, 
and who may be wounded or otherwise 
disabled in the service, shall he entitled to 
thu benefits which havo been or may bo 
conferred ou persons disabled in the regu- 
lar service; and the widow, if there be one, 
and if not, the legal heirs of such ns die or 
may be killed in service, in addition to all 
arrears of pay and allowance, shall receive 
the sum of one hundred dollars.

enacted. 


That tho secretary of war be, and lie is 
hereby authorized and directed to introduce 
among tho volunteer forces in tho service of 
the United States tho system of allotment 
tickets now used in the navy or some equiv- 
alent system, by which the family of the 
volunteer may draw such portion of hia pay 
as he may request.

Last Night's Report. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7, 12 p. M. 


At daylight this morning as the relief 


guard of a regiment stationed near Hunter's 
Chapel were going their round they were 
fired on from a concealed enemy. 


At sunrise two companies were sent to 


make a reconuoisauce, and discovered that 
the Confederates at Ball's Crossing, one and 
a half miles distant, had thrown forward 
two regiments during the night, which were 
now posted along a little creek in the woods 
near Huntur'a Chapel. 


They have four brass howitzers, drawn 


by men, but no other artillery. 
They are 


digging rifle pits west of the Chapel. 
I'his 


is the nearest approach of the enemy, being 
five miloa from the President's House. 


A dispatch from the Chain Bridge fiays 


Capt. Strong, of the Wisconsin 2d regiment, 
had a narrow escape yesterday morning.— 
Ho was on picket duty three miles in front 
of our lines, on the Virginia aide of the 
river, opposite Chain Bridge. Being mount- 
ed and in advance of his men, bu was sud- 
denly surrounded nud taken prisoner by six 
secessionists, composed of fourinfantry and 
two cavalry. After taking him a short dis- 
tanca to the rear, they demanded his pis- 
tols. Thinking this his only chance of en- 
ciipe, ho drew a revolver, fired and shot two 
of his captors. Then putting spurs to his 
horse, he started for camp on a full run. 
Tho remainder of the party fired upon him, 
one ball passing through his canteen, anoth- 
er through his coat, griv/.ing the skin, and 
a third through hi.s left cheek, passing out 
of his mouth. 
Nevertheless, ho made his 


escape, and ia now in camp, ready again to 
enter upon his duty. Cupt. Strong fought 
bravely at Bull Run.

A Plain Statement of the Fay, Rations, 
Clotlilng and BountlcR given by l,aw 
to Volunteer*. 


As inquiries are "incessantly made about 


the actual provisions of law, as modified by 
the present congress, prescribing the pay, 
etc., of our volunteer army, we have pre- 
pared the following statement from official 
sonrees. The actual bounty given is one 
hundred dollars to all volunteers alike : 
Monthly pay of privates in the array 


and volunteer service

RATIONS—DAILY. 
3| pounds of pork or bacon, or 1J pound of 


fresh or salt beef;

8 quarts of beans, 10 pounds of rica or hom- 


iny, besides one pound of potatoes three 
times a week to each man or a substitute 
therefor. 


10 pounds of coffee. 
15 pounds of sugar. 
4 quarts of vinegar. 
1J pounds of adamantine candles. 
4 pounds of soap, and 
2 quarts of salt. 
Extra issues of molasses are occasionally 


made. 


Rations may be commuted at 40 cents 


per day when stationed in cities or wh re 
there is no opportunity of messing,'or when 
in regular camp at the cost of the rations. 


BOUNTIES)—One hundred dollars is paid 


to every volunteer who shall have served 
two years, or who shall have served during 
the war, if sooner ended. 


The widow or other heirs of such as die 


in the service, or are killed, receive $100, 
in addition to all arrears of pay and allow- 
ances. 


To settle controversy, the acts and sec- 


tions of acts of congress providing the 
above are given below. 
They are taken 


from the officially published book contain- 
ing the laws of the late session of congress: 


AN ACT to increase the pay of the privates in tho reg- 
ular army and of the volunteers in tho service of tho 
United States, and for other purposes. 
SEC. 1. Se it enacted by the Senate and 


House of Representatives of the. U. S. of 
America in Congress assembled, That the 
pay of the privates in the regular army and 
volunteers in in the service of the United 
States, be thirteen dollars per month for 
three years from and after the passage of 
this act, and until otherwise fixed by law. 


Approved August 6, 1861. 
Extracts from "An act to -authorize the 


employment of Volunteers," &c. Approved 
July 22, 18G1 : 


SEC. 5. And be it further enacted, That 


the officers, non-com missioned officers and 
privates, organized as above set forth, shall,. 
in all respects, be placed on the footing, as 
to pay and allowances, of similar corps of 
the regular army ; Provided, That the al- 
lowances of non-commissioned officers and 


it shall be paid to such soldier or his legal 
representative at the expiration of his term 
of service. 


SEC. 3. Upon the presentation to the 


secretary of state of an order of the wife 
or person having charge of the family of 
any soldier mustered into the service of this 
state or the United States, under the provi- 
sions of the laws of this state, upon which 
shall be a certificate of a justice of the 
peace of the town in which nuch soldier 
shall reside, stating that the person draw- 
ing the order is the. wife or the person hav- 
ing charge of the family of such soldier, 
the secretary of state shall draw his war- 
rant upon the war fund in the state treasu- 
ry for the amount of said order, and the 
state treasurer shall pay the same on pre- 
sentation : Provided, that amount shall 
stand to the credit of such soldier on the 
books in the treasurer's office. 


According to section 8 of chapter 13 of 


the general laws of this state, passed at the 
extra session, payment of wages to soldiers 
by the state shall be in coin.

at presant mora apparent than the want of 
abundant forces for its vigorous prosecution. 
Secretary Chase in his patriotic appeal to 
the people in behalf of a national loan, says 
" the well considerad judgment of military 
men of the highest rank and repute, war- 
rants the confident expectation that if the 
war is prosecuted with energy, courage and 
skill, it may be brought to a termination 
before the close of the next spring." That 
the government will not lack in means to 
prosecute the war isi pretty much past con- 
tingency. That we have generals capable 
of conducting it with skill and energy, we 
verily believe, and that we lack in the ele- 
ment of "courage." either in our officers or 
men, is not for a moment to be believed. 
The great want then is the immediate fill- 
ing np of the regiments called for by the 
secretary of war, from the several states. 
There is probably nothing lacking to the 
onward movement of our columns at once 
but a sufficient number of men to warrant 
its soccess. Shall not then these regiments 
be speedily filled up ? Can we not all see 
and feel that it is of the last importance 
that it be done promptly ? There is every 
inducement for it, and besides there seems 
to be an almost absolute necessity for it.— 
Every man capable of bearing arms should 
at once step forward and fill up these regi- 
ments, even though it be at the sacrifice of 
business, of interest, of family ties ; it must 
be done.

STAMPEDE FROM TBXEESSEE.—Citizens of 


Tennessee are leaving that state in great 
numbers rather than take the oath of alle- 
giance to the government of tha southern 


privates for clothing, when not furnished 
in kind, shall be three dollars and fifty cents 
per month, and that each company officer, 
non-commissioned officer, private, music- 
ian and artificer of cavalry, shall furnish 
his own horse and horse equipments, and 
shall receive forty cants a day for their use 
and risk, except that in case the horse shall 
have become disabled, or shall die, the al- 
lowance shall cease until the disability be 
removed or another horse be supplied.— 
Every volunteer, non-commissioned officer, 
private, musician and artificer who enters 
the service of the United States under this 
act, shall be paid at the rate of fifty cents 
in lieu of subsistence, anu if a cavalry vol- 
unteer twenty-five cents additional in lieu 
of forage, for every twenty miles of travel 
from his place of enrollment to the place of 
muster, the distance to be measured by the 
shortest usually traveled route ; and when 
honorably discharged, an allowance at 
the same rate from the place of his discharge 
to his place of enrolment, and, in addition 
thereto, if he shall have served for a period 
of two yeara, or during the war, if sooner 
ended, the sum of one hundred dollars. 


SEC. 6. And be it further enacted, That 


any volunteer who may be received into the 
service of the United States under this act, 
and who may be wounded or otherwise 
disabled in the service, shall be entitled to 
the benefits which have been or may be 
conferred on parsons disabled in the regu- 
lar service; and the widow, if there be one, 
and if not, the legal heirs of such as die or 
may be killed in service, in addition to all 
arrears of pay and allowance, shall receive 
the sum of one hundred dollars. 


SEC. 15. 
And be it further 
enacted. 


That the secretary of war be, and he is 
hereby authorized and directed to introduce 
among the volunteer forces in the service of 
the United States the system of allotment 
tickets now used in the navy or some equiv- 
alent system, by which the family of the 
volunteer may draw such portion of his pay 
as he may request.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7-, 12 p. jr. , 


At daylight this morning as the relief 


guard of a regiment stationed near Hunter's 
Chapel were going their ronad they were 
fired on from a concealed enemy. 
are unknown. 


At sunrise two companies were sent to 


make a reconnoisance, and discovered that 
the Confederates at Ball's Crossing, one and 
a half miles distant, had thrown forward 
two regiments during the night, which were 
now posted along a little creek in the woods 
near Huntor's Chapel. 


They have four brass, howitzers, drawn 


by men, but no other artillery. 
They are 


digging rifle pits west of the Chapel. 
This 


is the nearest approach of the enemy, being 
five milos from the President's House. 


A dispatch from the Chain Bridge says 


Capt. Strong, of the Wisconsin 2d regiment, 
had a narrow escape yesterday morning.— 
He was on picket duty three miles in front 
of our lines, on the Virginia side of the 
river, opposite Chain Bridge. Being mount- 
ed and in advance of his men,' he was sud- 
denly snrrounded and taken prisoner by six 
secessionists, composed of fourinfantry and 
two cavalry. 
After taking him a short dis- 


tance to the rear, they demanded his pis- 
tols. Thinking this his only chance of es- 
cape, he drew a revolver, fired and shot two 
of his captors. 
Then putting spurs to his 


horse, he started for camp on a full run. 
The remainder of the party fired npou him, 
one ball passing through his canteen, anoth- 
er through his coat, grazing the skin, and 
a third through his left cheek, passing out 
of his mouth. Nevertheless, he made his 
escape, and is now in camp, ready again to 
enter upon his duty. Capt. Strong fought 
bravely at Bull Run. 


Yesterday J. H. Gordon, the rebel leader 


of the lower house of the Maryland legisla- 
ture, who was arrested some .days since at 
the Relay House, was released from custody.

SBC. 13. 
And be it further 
enacted, 


That the army ration shall be increased as 
follows, viz : twenty-two ounces of bread or 
flour, or one pound of hard bread, instead 
of the present issue ; fresh beef shall be is- 
sued as often as the commanding ofBcer of 
any detachment or regiment shall require 
it, when practicable, in place of salt meat; 
beans or rica or hominy shall be issued 
in tha proportions now provided by the 
regulations, and one pound of potatoes per 
man shall be issued at least three times a 
week, if practicable ; and when these arti- 
cles cannot be issued in these proportiono, 
an equivalent in value shall be issued in 
some other proper food , and a ration of tea 
may.be substituted for a ration of coffee up- 
on tho requisition of the proper officer;

street near the corner of Michigan and 
Milwaukee streets, when a couple of ne- 


brushed up against them, with the 


evident intention of insulting them. 
Just 


at the time, a well-known character in the 
lower part of the city, an Irishman named 
Darby Carney, and another Irishman, named 
John Brady, were on the sidewalk near to 
where the insult was given to the girls, and 
witnessed tbe conduct of the negroea.— 
They remonstrated with the negroes, and 
showed a disposition to take the part of the 
pirls, and if necessary, to fight for them. 
The negroes were saucy and answered back, 
remarking, " We know you, Darby Carney, 
and we are as good as any d 
d Irish- 


man, anytime, or any Yankee either!" and 
other abusive remarks similar to the above. 


A few words passed between them in 


that way, when the negroea stabbed Darby 
a littlo above the abdomen, cutting a fear- 
ful gash, nnd also stabbed Brady on one of 
his shoulders, also cutting him badly. 
Tho 


assassins then ran up against a lamp-light- 
er, an Englishman named John Ellis, who 
shoved them away from him, when they 
stabbed him also, cutting a pretty bad 
wound in his breast. They ran toward 
East Water street, and for the time escap- 
ed. 


Darby was in a dangerous condition all 


Inst night, and this morning his chances 
for life were about even. Brady was delir- 
ious nearly all night, from the loss of blood. 
He bails from Muskego, some ten or fifteen 
miles trom the city, and has a brother here 
in the employ of the ga,a company. 
He 


and Ellif, an; badly cut, but are not in a 
danaerous condition. 


This morning early, two negroes, named 


Clark and Shetlon, were arrested by the po- 
lice, and are believed to bo the guilty par- 
ties.

Biooily Affray I>n.»t Hlglu. 


Last evening about half-past 7 o'clock, a 


couple.; of girls were passing along the 
street near the corner of Michigan and 
Milwaukee streets, when a couple of tie- 
jroea brushed up against them, with the 
evident intention of insulting them. 
Just 


at th'e time, a well-known character in the 
.ower part of the city, an Irishman named 
Darby Carney, and another Irishman named 
John Brady, were on the sidewalk near to 
where the insult was given to the girls, and 
witnessed the conduct of tha negroes.— 
They remonstrated with the negroes, and 
showed a disposition to take the part of the 
?irls, and if necessary, to fight for them. 
The negroes were saucy and answered back, 
remarking, " We know you, Darby Carney, 
and we are as good as any d 
d Irish- 


man, anytime, or any Yankee either 1" and 
other abusive remarks similar to the above. 


A few words passed between them in 


that way, when the negroes stabbed Darby 
a little above tbe abdomen, cutting a fear- 
fnl gash, and also stabbed Brady on one of 
his shoulders, also cutting him badly. The 
assassins then ran up against a lamp-light- 
er, an Englishman named John Ellis, who 
shoved them away from him, when they 
stabbed him also, cutting a pretty bad 
wound in his breast. They ran toward 
East Water street, and for the time escap- 
ed. 


Darby was in a dangerous condition all 


last night, and this morning his chances 
for life were about even. Brady was delir- 
ious nearly all night, from t'aeloss of blood. 
He hails from Muskego, some ten or fifteen 
miles trom the city, and has a brother here 
in the employ of the gas company. He 
and Ellis are badly cut, but are not in a 
dangerous condition.. 


This morning early, two negroes, named 


Clark and Shelton, were arrested by the po- 
lice, and are believed to bo the guilty par- 
ties. 


The most of the affray was witnessed by 


an aged lady who lived on the corner where 
it happened, but; she was too much excited 
to give much of an alarm, and the negroes 
had plenty of time to escape. They were 
undoubtedly in liquor, and ready for al- 
most any desperate adventure. 


~~wo of those stabbed were possibly 


ewhat in liquor, as Darby has, from 


Ine to time, been drinking a great deal of 


late. He was taken home a block distant 
from the scene of the affray, and a physi- 
cian called. At one time last night some ol 
his entrails protruded from the gash.— 
Brady wandered off after being stabbed, 
and a couple of hours or so afterwards he 
was found by H. A. Sweet, in Detroit street, 
between Jefferson and Milwaukee. Brady 
had just come from towards the marsh, and 
his shoulders and one of bis shirt sleeves 
were very bloody. His clothes were rather 
muddy, showing that he had been lying 
down. Mr. Sweet took him to a house near 
by and bad his wound dressed, and then 
him put to bed. 


The fellow countrymen of Carney and 


Brady were very much excited, and gather- 
ed about the house of a negro in the Third 
ward, in large numbers late last evenin^ 
suspecting the assassins might be barborec 
inside. But it was soon ascertained that 
the negroes were not inside, the police hav 
ing searched the house, when the crowd dis- 
persed. 


LATER. 


Tbe man Clark, who is arrested, is namec 


Marshal Clark, a son of Mr. Ulark, the bar 
ber, in Spring street. He is said to be,when 
sober, au inoffensive man, but when drunk 
ia said to be of rather an ugly disposition. 
The other man is named James Shelton, and 
will be remembered by many as having 
been a waiter at Anderson's confectionery- 
saloon. He is said to have generally been 
of a quiet, orderly disposition, and to us he 
has always seemed like a gentlemanly fel- 
low. 
He was probably a little in liquor, al 


though we understand he hardly ever 
drinks anything. He was boarding wilh 
Brown, who went to the war with the 1st 
regiment, as servant of Col. Starkweather. 
Immediately after the affray, Clark ami 
SLielton went into the cifcus together, and 
they are known to have left the fair grounds 
together about G o'clock, so there can be no 
mistake about their having been together 
at the time of the affray. 


Since the above was written, we learn 


that Darby Carney was in a dangerous con 
dition this noon, and his friends thought he 
could not live. 
We understand that tl 


two negroes arrested have confessed the 
deed, but say they were drunk, and commit 
ted the act while lighting witb the men.

LIVING IN CAMP.—It is stated that sur- 


geons in examining volunteers for admis- 
sion into the service, pay particular atten- 
tion to the teeth. Possibly the following 
description of soldiers fare, by Lieut. Byant, 
of the Monroe Sentinel, will explain the 
matter: 


Here ia a group—or, to speak military— 


a [mess at dinner. Let us draw near to 
them and view their homely fare. 
They 


have fried pork in little dog-ear scraps, !;ud 
"fried dough," as they call it. A quantity 
•of dough is dealt out to the soldiers which 
they have to cook. After kneading it they 
bake it, or fry it in their irying pans. Solid 
and indigestible, a dyspeptic would groat 
at the sight of it. But the hungry soldier 
eats it as though it were as light and fleecy 
as the bread baked by his mother. One 
poor fallow has grappled one of " Uncle 
Sam's pies ''—as the boys call the pilot or 
hard bread which is commonly dealt out in 
lieu of flour. It is a kind of overgrown 
cracker, only a thousand times more solid 
The boy tries to break it. Cracker won't 
break. 
Boy draws up his fist and deals the 


cracker a blow. Knuckles are badly bat 
tered, but cracker is sound. Boy rubs his 
knuckles, whining with pain, while the 
cracker remains like a great agate shirt but-

We boys talk much of sending for a quartz 
mill to crush them up into eatable shape.

House of Representatives of the U. S. of 
America in Congress assembled, That the 
pay of the privates in the regular army and 
volunteers in in the service of the United 
States, be thirteen dollars per month lor 
three years from and after the passage of 
this act, and until otherwise fixed by law. 


Approved August 6, 1861. 
Extracts from "An act to authorize the 


employment of Volunteers," &c. Approved 
July 22, 18G1 : 


SEC. 5. And be it further enacted, That 


the officers, non-commissioned officers and 
privates, organized as above set forth, shall, 
in all respects, be placed on the footiug, as 
to pay and allowances, of similar corps of 
the regular army ; Provided, That the al- 
lowances of non-commissioned officers and 
privates for clothing, when not furnished 
in kind, shall be three dollars and fifty cents 
per month, and that each company officer, 
non-commissioned officer, private, music- 
ian and artificer of cavalry, shall furnish 
his own horse and horse equipments, and 
shall receive forty cants a day for their use 
and risk, except that in case the horse shall 
have become disabled, or shall die, the al- 
lowance shall cease until the disability be 
removed or another horse be supplied.— 
Every volunteer, non-commissioned officer, 
private, musician and artificer who enters 
the service of the United States under this 
act, shall be paid at the rate of fifty cents 
in lieu of subsistence, anu if a cavalry vol- 
unteer twenty-five cents additional in lieu 
of forage, for every twenty miles of travel 
from his place of enrollment to the place of 
muster, the distance to be measured by the 
shortest usually traveled route ; aud when 
honorably discharged, an allowance at 
the same rate from the place of his discharge 
to his place of enrolment, and, in addition 
thereto, if he shall have served for a period 
of two years, or during the war, if sooner 
ended, the sum of one hundred dollars. 


SEC. 6. And be it further enacted, That 


it shall be paid to such soldier or his legal 
representative at the expiration of his term 
of service. 


SEC. 3. Upon the presentation to the 


secretary of state of an order of the wife 
or person having charge of the family of 
any soldier mustered into the service of this 
state or the United States, under the provi- 
sions of the laws of this state, upon which 
shall be a certificate of a justice of the 
peace of the town in which Ruch soldier 
shall reside, stating that the person draw- 
ing the order is the wife or the person hav- 
ing charge of the family of such soldier, 
the secretary of state shall draw his war- 
rant upon the war fund in the state treasu- 
ry for the amount of said order, and the 
state treasurer shall pay the same on pre- 
sentation : Provided, that amount shall 
stand to the credit of such soldier on the 
books in the treasurer's office. 


According to section 8 of chapter 13 of 


the general laws of this state, passed at the 
extra session, payment of wages to soldiers 
by the state shall be in coin.

Last Night's Report. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7, 12 P. M. 


At daylight this morning as the relief 


guard of a regiment stationed near Hunter's 
Chapel were going their ronad they were 
fired on from a concealed enemy. 


At sunrise two companies were sent to 


make a reeonnoisanee, and discovered that 
the Confederates at Ball's Crossing, one and 
a half miles distant, had thrown forward 
two regiments during the night, which were 
now posted along a little creek in the woods 
near Huntar's Chapel. 


They have four brass howitzers, drawn 


by men, but no other artillery. 
They are 


digging rifle pits west of the Chapel. This 
is the nearest approach of the enemy, being 
five milos from the President's House. 


A dispatch from the Chain Bridge says 


Capt, Strong, of the Wisconsin 2d regiment, 
had a narrow escape yesterday morning.— 
He was on picket duty three miles in front 
of our lines, on the Virginia sida of the 
river, opposite Chain Bridge. Being mount- 
ed and in advance of his men, he was sud- 
denly surrounded and taken prisoner by six 
secessionists, composed of fourinfantry and 
two cavalry. 
After taking him a short dis- 


tance to the rear, they demanded his pis- 
tols. Thinking this his only chance of es- 
cape, he drew a revolver, fired and shot two 
of his captors. 
Then putting spurs to his 


horse, he started for camp on a full run. 
The remainder of the party fired upon him, 
one ball passing through his canteen, anoth- 
er through his coat, grazing the skin, and 
a third through his left cheek, passing out 
of his mouth. Nevertheless, he made his 
escape, and is now in camp, ready again to 
enter upon his duty. Capt. Strong fought 
bravely at Bull Run. 


Yesterday J. H. Gordon, the rebel lender 


of the lower house of the Maryland legisla- 
ture, who was arrested some .days since at 
the Relay House, was released from custody. 
He took an oath of allegiance to the gov- 
ernment to support the constitution of the 
United States in good faith, not to take up 
arms against the United States, or to give, 
by letter or otherwise, any aid or informa- 
tion to its enemies. 


The accounts of Robt. J. Scott, late con-

rie, and property to the amount of $110,- 
000 carried off. Col. McClnng, another 
member of the firm, is at Jefferson City in 
command of a regiment of United States 
troops. The firm also has two steamers 
running on the Osage River, one of which 
the robbers seized; but as the river is too 
low for navigation, it is thought they will 
destroy her. 


Paducah, Ky.,Sept. 8—2 P. M. 


Gen. Smith arrived here last night, and 


is in command of this post. Several regi- 
ments arrived last night, and a large force 
is now stationed here. 


Abotu §18,000 worth of flour, provisions

Girardeau to-day, and is for the present sta- 
tioned at Bird's Point. 


There is nothing in the aspect of the war 


at present more apparent than the want of 
abundant forces for its vigorous prosecution. 
Secretary Chase in his patriotic appeal to 
the people in behalf of a national loan, says 
" the well considered judgment of military 
men of the highest rank and repute, war- 
rants the confident expectation that if the 
war is prosecuted with energy, courage and 
skill, it may be brought to a termination 
before the close of the next spring." That 
the government will not lack in means to 
prosecute the war is pretty much past con- 
tingency. 
That we have generals capable 


of conducting it with skill and energy, we 
verily believe, and that we lack in the ele- 
ment of "courage." either in our officers or 
men, is not for a moment to be believed. 
The great want then is the immediate fill- 
ing np of the regiments called for by the 
secretary of war, from the several states. 
There is probably nothing lacking to the 
onward movement of our columns ftt once 
bnt a sufficient number of men to warrant 
its success. Shall not then these regiments 
be speedily filled up ? Can we not all see 
and feel that it is of the last importance 
that it be done promptly ? There is every 
inducement for it, and besides there seems 
to be an almost absolute necessity for it.— 
Every man capable of bearing arms should 
at once step forward aud fill up these regi- 
ments, even though it be at the sacrifice of 
business, of interest, of family ties; it must 
be done. If we want agovernment we must 
be willing to sustain it. There is but one 
alternative ; it must be sustained or it will 
be destroyed, and if any one has made up 
liis mind that subjugation by our enemies 
is preferable to sustaining the government, 
he only has got an excuse for staying 
at home. The ranks of the enemy are filled 
np in good part from drafting and compul- 
sion. Let it not be said that the free men 
of the north have to be forced to the per- 
formance of a duty of such manifest justice 
and of so vast importance.

Extract from " An act providing for the 


better organization of the Military Estab- 
lishment," approved August 3, 1861. 


SEC. 13. 
And be it further enacted. 


That the army ration shall be increased as 
follows, viz : twenty-two ounces of bread or 
flour, or one pound of hard bread, instead 
of the present issue; fresh beef shall be is- 
sued as often as the commanding officer of 
any detachment or regiment shall require 
it, when practicable, in place of salt meat; 
beans or rice or hominy shall be issued 
in the proportions now provided by the 
regulations, and one pound of potatoes per 
man shall be issued at least three times a 
week, if practicable; and when these arti- 
cles cannot be issued in these proportions, 
an equivalent in value shall be issued in 
some other proper food, and a ration of tea 
may be substituted for a ration of coffee up- 
on the requisition of the proper officer; 
Provided, That after the present insurrection 
shall cease, the ration shall be as provided by 
law and regulations on the first day of July, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-one.

lower part of the city, an Irishman named 
Darby Carney, and another Irishman named 
John Brady, were on the sidewalk near to 
where the insult was given to the girls, and 
witnessed the conduct of the negroes.— 


"remonstrated with the negroes, and 
sd a disposition to take the part of the 


girls, and if necessary, to fight for them. 
The negroes were saucy and answered back, 
remarking, " We know yon, Darby Carney, 
and we are as good as any d——d Irish- 
man, anytime, or any Yankee either 1" and 
other abusive remarks similar to the above. 


A few words passed between them in 


that way, when the negroes stabbed Darby 
a little above the abdomen, cutting a fear- 
fol gash, and also stabbed Brady on one of 
his shoulders, also cutting him badly. The 
assassins then ran up against a lamp-light- 
er, an Englishman named John Ellis, who 
shoved them away from him, when they 
stabbed him also, cutting a pretty bad 
wound in his breast. They ran toward 
East Water street, and for the time escap- 
ed.Darby was in a dangerous condition all 
last night, and this morning his chances 
for life were about even. Brady was delir- 
ious nearly all night, from the loss of blood. 
He haila from Muskego, some ten or fifteen 
miles trom the city, and has a brother here 
in the employ of the gas company. _He 
and Ellis are badly cut, but are not in a 
dangerous condition.. 


This morning early, two negroes, named 


Clark and Shelton, were arrested by the po- 
lice, and are believed to be the guilty par- 
ties. 


The most of the affray was witnessed by 


an aged lady who lived on the corner where 
it happened, but she was too much excited 
to give much of an alarm, and the negroes 
had plenty of time to escape. They were 
undoubtedly in liquor, and ready for al- 
most any desperate adventure. 


~?wo of those stabbed were possibly 


ewhat in liquor, as Darby has, from 


to time, been drinking a great deal of 


late. He was taken home a block distant 
from the scene of the affray, and a physi- 
cian called. At one time last night some o( 
his entrails protruded from the gash.— 
Brady wandered off after being stabbed, 
and a couple of hours or so afterwards he 
was found by H. A. Sweet, in Detroit street, 
between Jefferson and Milwaukee. Brady 
had just come from towards the marsh, and 
his shoulders and one of his shirt sleeves 
were very bloody. His clothes were rather 
muddy, showing that he had been lying 
down. Mr. Sweet took him to a house near 
by and had his wound dressed, and then 
him put to bed. 


The fellow countrymen of Carney and 


Brady were very much excited, and gather- 
ed about the house of a negro in the Third 
ward, in large numbers late last evening 
suspecting the assassins might be harbored 
inside. But it was soon ascertained that 
the negroes were not inside, the police hav 
ing searched the house, when the crowd dis 
persed, 


LATER. 


The man Clark, who is arrested, is named 


Marshal Clark, a son of Mr. Chirk, the bar- 
ber, in Spring street. He is said to be,when 
sober, au inoffensive man, but when drunk, 
is said to be ol" rather an ugly disposition. 
The other man is named James Sbelton, and 
will be remembered by many as having 
been a waiter at Anderson's confectionery 
saloon. He is said to have generally been 
of a quiet, orderly disposition, and to us he 
has always seemed like a gentlemanly fel- 
low. He was probably a little in liquor, al 
though we understand he hardly ever 
drinks anything. He was boarding wiih 
Brown, who went to the war with the 1st 
regiment, as servant of Col. Starkweather. 
Immediately after the affray, Clark anii 
Shelton went into the circus together, and 
they are known to have left the fair grounds 
together about C o'clock, so there can be no 
mistake about their having been together 
at the time of the affray. 


Since the above was written, we learn 


that Darby Carney was in a dangerous con 
ditiou this noon, and his friends thought he 
could not live. We understand that the 
two negroes arrested have confessed the 
deed, but say they were drunk, and commit 
ted the act while fighting with the men.
